Court Honse: at 11 o’oldek | this 
ing, before His. Honor Thomas Sidgreaves, 

Obief- Justice of-tho Colony. 

- His Lordship, in addressing the Grand Jury,. 
anid be had hoped to. be able: at..this, the: first 
session he had the honor of prosiding over- 
here; to compliment them on a light ealendar 
and a decrease in crime, He was eorry to.:ob- 
serve thatthe. reverse. was. the caso; that. the 
ealendar wat one of the heaviest known hero 
for some years; and that it’ would appear, from 
the longer liat of cases with which they. would 
have to deal, that instead of decreasing, orime was 
on the increase. Though he wasa stranger newly 
come umong us, he was aware that exceptional 
causes bad contributed to, ewell’ tho list’ of 
cases that would have tobe disposed ‘of at this 
seasion ; that the Sottlement had been recently 
disturbed by serious riots; daring whiob. muny 
of these crimes had been committed, But riots 
were not confined to this place, and he wae 
aware that evil disposed persons usually availed 
of such occasions for purpuses of plunder. 
Here, it would appear, armed banda, taking ad- 
vantage of the terror that prevailed on account 
of the riots, bad. gone. abont, ‘breaking open 
houses, committing robbery, and even. murder, 
and he thought it was time, ia tho. interests of 
justice, to show these‘pirsons when. they set 
Vhe Jaw at defiance, to impress ugon them the 
necessity of being sure to punish tho right per 
sons, else a great injastice ‘would be. done. 
The .-cases to which be would more parti- 
eularly call their attention were, those for 
murder, of which there were four. The one:to 
which he would ‘first eall their attention was 
that of a European, the master of the British 
barque Burlington, charged with. baving caused 
the death by shooting of one of his seamen and 
wounding two others.” The law' granted very. 
extraordinary powers to captains of ships ; they 
had the lives of themselves, the crew, and tho 
passengers, and the ship and eargo, sntrusted 
to them, and in-the event of a mutiny, or, even 
when le had good renson. to. beliovo thero was 
about to be a motiny, the ‘Jaw empowered 
him to take extraordinury mensures to: enforce 
his authority or to protect his Jife,—not only 
at nea, but ina foreign port. The affrny oc- 
ocurred on board a British sbip at. an- 
chor at a port in Siam, Jt appears that 
during. the day, the tindal. lad some 
words with the mate, and.ihe mute had 
struck ‘him in the face, . whereupon the 
tyndal threw the mate down and held bim there, 
kneeling on hia brenst. but'releasing him at the 
latter's solicitation.

In tho. depth’ of that distressing ‘wintor 
wher Sir Robort, Péol discovered that the 
Corn Lawa could ba no longor retained, and |

Malia, Ho tad beon-a great man in bia day, 
but his day had ono by forever; his, death 
was not much noticed at the time, and itis not 
‘till six and twenty years have passed that ho 
haa found a biographer,” Mr, Froro was tho 
intimate friend of Pitt and tho aghool-fellow 
of Canning, for whom-ho: formed: ut Eton “a 
love and ndmiration. which absence never 
diminished, and neither afe nor death ‘itself 
could dull: ”* His political “acquaintance. 
reached from Burke to the late Sir George 
: Cornewall Lewis; he had met Sir Walter 
Scott in London ia 1809, .when Scott des- 
eribed him’ and Oonning as. delighttul con. 
panions, far too. good for politics” and in
